iu Congress at oiiec \Vliilc it is not contciKicd lliiil such a mcasiii'c, 
' if enacted into law, would meet all the exigencies of the post-war 
situation, it would serve a useful purpose in holding in some degree 
the Hood of foreign products wliieli otiierwisi' would lireak ou us 
when hostilities have ceased, atid give our legislaors an oppoftuuity 
to undertake a complete tariff revision alonir protectTve and scien- 
tific lines without being stampeded into ill eonsidered action liy the 
tremendous pressure of iiniiortations. The iJepiililieans are not in a 
position to conduct tariff liearintrs and the Oemoerats refuse to do so, 
hence the readoption of a sound law such as that of 1909, with the 
amendnielits sufjfiested, ))resi'iits the sole nlteni.ilive. 

Recent developments indicate that the Democrats will persist in 
their tarifl-for-revenue-only policy. Refusing to lay protective rates 
on -competing products, they now plan to iiu-rease the inhei-itancc 
tut, lo tax profits and to raise tlie income tax without lowerin;; the 
exemptions. We are also to have a bond issue approximating i|::iOO,- 
000,(M)0. If tariff revision is to await the report of the nemneriitic 
tariff commission appointed by President Wilson, the icvision will 
be based on a report the most partisan and perfunctory in character, 
or await an exhniistive iiivestiKiitioii reciiiiriii^r IVom four to six 
years, industrial .\merica should tolerate no such delay. We mu.s1 
in some degree be commercially prepared before pence in Rurupp is 
estahlished and it remains for the Repiililieiiiis to iiiidi'i'tuke tiiiit 
preparation. They must use the best means at their command and 
the people understanding their position will applaud their action. If 
the Deiiiociiils (ii I'l-at this measure, or if Presidenl Wilson vetoes it. 
lh|| voters will know what action to take in I'JIH, when the tight for 
the control of the 66th Congress is on. 

The cheiiii(-iil schedule shotdd be amended liy Ihe a<lo|)lioii ol 
th.e High dyestuff's bill (H. R. 702) based on the report of the dye- 
BtuiV's committee to the American Chemical Society, and which met 
with unanimous approval as the hearings on the bill testily. Tlie 
Democratic dyestuff bill is unsatisfactory to all concerned. It doe.'- 
not take effect until peace is established. The interim between ths 
declaration of a general armistice and the signing of a peace treaty 
will give Germany an opportunity to dump such quantities of dye- 
Rtuffs on our market that our own indnstry will die a-borning. The 
Hill substitute should be made effective on its passage. 

The tariff board report of 1912 and the experience of the past 
seven years should make possible a fairly satisfactory overhauling 
of the cotton schedule. The classifications and rates on raw wool 
presented by Senator Smoot as a substitute I'or the I nderwood rules 
wAuld probably give satisfaetion, while the rates on wool inannr.ic 
tures carried in the Pajrne snbstitote would take care of oiu* niaini- 
facturers until such time as a general Republican levisiou could 1m 
ubdertaken. The huge increases in imports of agricultural products 
under the present law make imperative the restoration of the lie 
puiilican, and, in some instances, perhaps, higher rates, to protect our 
agricnlturists from the streams of these products which will shi'« 
toward us when peace is declared. European trade pacts, and the 
discriminations which may be shown against certain .American go 
after the war make the retention of the maxinnnn and minimuin 
' cisnse of the 1909 law imperative, and an anti-dumping law shonid < 
incorporated in the bill. Recnuse of the imi)ossibility of proving 'in- 
tent' of foreign competitors to break down the American market t'li 
Democratic anti-dumping law is a farce. The adminiatrative featm rs
